ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

For  the  Year  1905. 


To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of 

The  Loddon  and  Clavering  Rural  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  my  Report  of  the 
above  District  for  the  year  1905.  No  change  has  taken  place  in  the 
area  of  the  District.  The  Health  of  the  District  has  not  been  so  good. 
I  have  had  81  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  to  me  against  47  of  the 
previous  year.  There  was  only  one  case  of  Enteric  Fever  which  I  regret 
to  say  was  fatal.  The  Mortality  of  the  District  has  been  considerably 
less  than  1904,  namely: —  148  against  170.  The  Mortality  in  the  Work- 
house  has  been  by  far  the  lowest  I  have  had,  namely  : —  only  5  against 
20  of  last  year;  all  the  Deaths  being  aged  people.  The  number  of 
Deaths  from  Consumption  are  again  rather  increased,  namely : —  14  against 
12,  and  the  Deaths  from  other  Chest  Complaints  are  also  increased, 
namely : —  20  against  16,  and  9  of  1903.  Two  Deaths  from  Diphtheria. 
The  Infantile  Mortality  is  rather  less  than  the  previous  year,  namely  : — 32 
against  35.  Ten  of  these  Deaths  were  from  Premature  Birth.  I  am 
sending  in  a  fresh  Table  (Table  V.)  which  gives  a  detailed  account  of  the 
Deaths  under  one  year. 


I  am  unable  to  give  any  positive  figures  as  to  the  Population  of 
the  District  but  judging  from  the  Census  figures  which  we  have  before  us  and 
also  the  fact  that  last  year  there  were  only  269  Births  registered  against 
301  of  the  year  previous  the  District  must  be  decreasing  in  Population. 


The  House  to  House  Inspection  of  the  District  is  still  going  on; 
538  houses  have  been  Inspected  against  353  in  1904 ;  and  the  result  is 
recorded  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  (Mr.  Pritchard’s)  Report.  The  houses 
in  the  District  are  fairly  habitable.  Mr.  Pritchard  has  called  my  atten¬ 
tion  to  Eleven  houses  on  the  Langley  Estate  which  are  old  Clay  and 
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Thatch  Houses,  and  which  require  a  very  great  deal  to  be  done  to 
them  before  they  are  fit  for  habitation.  No  house  has  been  demolished. 
The  requirements  of  the  District  have  been  attended  to.  New  drains 
have  been  supplied  and  put  down  where  it  was  deemed  necessary.  The 
Water  Supply  has  been  remedied  in  fifteen  cases.  There  were  only  two 
prosecutions  this  year ;  one  for  overcrowding  and  the  other  for  exposing 
a  Child  in  an  Infectious  state.  The  amount  of  work  done  has  been  con¬ 
siderably  more  than  last  year.  The  Summary  of  the  whole  work  done 
you  have  had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  in  Mr.  Pritchard’s  report.

The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  District  was  269  against 
301  of  the  previous  year.  Shewing  an  average  of  22.12  per  1000  of  the 
population  of  the  District  against  24.6  of  1904. 


The  Deaths  in  the  District  have  been  considerably  less  this  year, 
only  148  against  170  of  the  previous  year.  Showing  an  average  of  12.17 
of  the  Population.  Only  5  Deaths  were  registered  as  having  occurred  in 
the  Workhouse.

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  been  periodically  inspected,  and 
are  generally  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  Any  suggestions  have  been 
readily  complied  with. 

There  is  little  to  report  under  this  heading  as  Factories  and 
Workshops  in  this  District  are  very  few.  The  Factory  Inspector  paid  us 
a  visit  this  year  but  reported  nothing  so  I  trust  he  found  nothing  to  com  ¬ 
plain  of. 


In  conclusion,  Gentlemen,  I  wish  to  say  that  the  work  continues 
to  be  considerable,  but  at  the  same  time  I  should  like  to  add  that  the 
Public  generally  seem  to  recognize  the  advantage  of  Sanitary  Improve¬ 
ments  and  the  opposition  is  considerably  less  than  heretofore.  This  is  un¬ 
doubtedly  accounted  for  by  the  generous  support  the  Rural  District 
Council  has  always  given  to  its  Officers.  Both  the  Births  and  Deaths 
registered  this  year  are  considerably  less,  and  the  Cases  of  Infectious 
Diseases  notified  are  considerably  more.  Deaths  from  Cancer  are  much 
less,  5  against  14.  The  Deaths  from  Chest  Complaints  are  as  usual  rather 
high. 

May  I  be  allowed  to  thank  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Council  for 
their  kind  support  and  also  Mr.  C.  W.  Pritchard  for  his  invaluable  assist¬ 
ance  and  prompt  action.

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In  this  Table  all  deaths  of  “  Residents  ”  occurring  in  public  institutions,  whether  within  or  without  the  district,  are  to 
be  included  with  the  other  deaths  in  the  columns  for  the  several  age  groups  columns  (2-8).  They  are  also,  in  col¬ 
umns  9-15,  to  be  included  among  the  deaths  in  their  respective  “  Localities  ”  according  to  the  previous  addresses  of 
the  deceased  as  given  by  the  Registrars.  Deaths  of  “  Non-residents  ”  occurring  in  public  institutions  in  the  district 
are  in  like  manner  to  be  excluded  from  columns  2-8  and  9-15  of  this  Table. 

See  notes  on  Table  I.  as  to  the  meaning  of  “  Residents  ”  and  “  Non-residents,”  and  as  to  the  “  Public  Institutions  ”  to 
be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Tables.  The  “  Localities”  should  be  the  same  as  those  in  Tables  II. 
and  III. 

All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the  district,  whether  of  “  Residents  ”  or  of  “  Non-residents,” 
are,  in  addition  to  being  dealt  with  as  in  note  (a),  to  be  entered  in  the  last  column  of  this  Table.  The  total  number 
in  this  column  should  equal  the  figures  for  the  year  in  column  9,  Table  I. 

The  total  deaths  in  the  several  “  Localities  "  in  columns  9-15  of  this  Table  should  equal  those  for  the  year  in  the  same 
localities  in  Table  II.,  sub-columns  c.  The  total  deaths  at  all  ages  in  column  2  ol  this  Table  should  equal  the  gross 
total  of  columns  9-15,  and  the  figures  for  the  year  in  column  12  of  Table  I. 

Under  the  heading  of  “  Diarrhoea  ”  are  to  be  included  deaths  certified  as  from  diarrhoea,  alone  or  in  combination  with 
some  other  cause  of  ill-defined  nature  ;  and  also  deaths  certified  as  from 
Epidemic  enteritis ; 

Zymotic  enteritis; 

Epidemic  diarrhoea.  Summer  diarrhoea  ; 

Dysentery  and  dysenteric  diarrhoea ; 

Choleraic  diarrhoea,  cholera,  cholera  nostras  (in  the  absence  of  Asiatic  cholera). 

Under  the  heading  of  “  Enteritis  ”  are  to  be  included  those  certified  as  from  Gastro-enteritis,  Muco-enteritis,  and  Gastric 
catarrh,  unless  from  information  obtained  by  enquiry  from  the  certifying  practitioner  or  otherwise,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  should  have  reason  for  including  such  deaths,  especially  those  of  infants,  under  the  specific  term  “  Diarrhoea.” 

Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease  should  be  included  under  the  latter. 

Under  the  headings  of”  Cancer”  and  “  Puerperal  fever”  should  be  included  all  registered  deaths  from  causes  comprised 
within  these  general  terms.
